Planes Bomb Barracks 
South of Old City 

TIENTSIN, China. (^— 
Thirteen hundred Japanese 
troops from the East Hopei 
and Fengtai railway junction 
garrisons began today a con* 
certed and direct attack on China’s 
ancient and walled city of Peiping^ 

Without awaiting arrival of fur¬ 
ther Manchoukuoan reinforce¬ 
ments, the Japanese directed theli* 
attack against the city from the 
east and the south. 

The troops drove to the very 
shadow of the ancient capital’a 
walls in motor trucks and under 
the protection of armored cars and 
Japanese infantrymen, supported 
by light field pieces. 

Chinese troops succeeded in re¬ 
moving sections of railway track 
skirting the southern and eastern 
walls of Peiping, to prevent the 
approach of Japanese armored 
trains. 

The Chinese defenders, semi- 
olficial Chinese reports said, with¬ 
stood the assault. 

The Japanese attackers wert 
forced to content themselves with 
establishing a virtual blockade of 
two Bides of Peiping. 

The Japanese also succeeded In 
cutting communication and supply 
lines between Peiping and Nan- 
; yuan barracks, immediately to the 
south. The two Chinese brigades 
.stationed there were cut off from 
other units of the Chinese 29th 
route army, except by a south¬ 
ern and roundabout route. 

BARBAf'KS BOMBED 
i BY FIVE PL.ANES 

PEIPING, China. (A>1—Five Jap¬ 
anese bombers, Chinese sources 
reported today, bombed the Nan- 
yuan barracks and airdrome eight 
miles south of this ancient city. 

The aerial attack, according to 
the Chinese informants, occurred 
between 3 and 4 p. m. 

The report first became known 
here late in the day, delayed be¬ 
cause telephone communications 
with Nanyuan were cut during to¬ 
day’s fighting. 

Heavy cannonading in the direc¬ 
tion of Nanyuan was audible here.

He named al.so C. F. Kettering, 
vice president of General Motors 
corporations who he said made an , 
estimated saving of $610,773 for ■ 
the years 1934 through 1936 “by 
the use of the holding company i 
device.” j

First calieil to the wltne.ss stand 
by A.ssistant District Attorney 
Preston Turner was Herman 
Zabcl, deputy sheriff in charge of 
the bureau of Identification and 
records. 

Zahel was the first officer called 
to the Carbon canyon murder 
scene. He told of the condition of 
the burnefi body when it was found 
and of establishing the identifica¬ 
tion of Walker by a ring he wore 
and hy two gold crowned teeth 
taken from his mouth. 

Capt. W. C. Allen of the missing 
persons detail of the Los Angeles 
police force recounted the details 
of Collie’s arrest. 

The accu.sed man, said Allen, 
was picked up in a Los Angeles 
hotel for questioning in connection 
with the slaying of Dale Slater— 
the crime which sent Collie to 
prison from .San Bernardino coun¬ 
ty. Collie was handcuffed by offit 
cers while sleeping. 

Shortly after that, Allen testi¬ 
fied. the report came in of 
Walker’s death. The ownership 
certificate and other belongings of 
the dead man had been found on 
Collie when he was arrested.

Administrative costa of the wel¬ 
fare department. .Snow’s report 
said, showed a slight decline dur¬ 
ing June to 9.46 per cent of total 
expenditures. 

It cost $2.59 per case for ad¬ 
ministration last month, as com¬ 
pared with $2.77 in Mav. 


Estimated cost of Investigating 
old age security and blind aid ap¬ 
plications showed an increase from 
$2 to $11.63, Snow reported. This 
increase, he said, is due partly lo 
the fact that many of the appli¬ 
cations received during June have 
not yet been Investigated. This 
cost, he .said, may drop in the July 
figures, due to a larger number 
of investigations.

TENNIS QUEEN

The Inglewood case popped up 
in Santa Ana police station again 
yesterday, as officers reported to 
the Los Angeles sheriff’s office 
that they found a car resembling 
the one sought earlier in the kid- 
nap-murder case. 

The car was an old roadster be¬ 
ing driven by Harold Roll, alias 
Harold Nearing, 1027 West Pine 
street. Roll was arrested on a 
bench warrant for failing to pay a 
$70 fine he owed in police court. 

The Los Angeles sheriff replied 
that they were .satisfied that no 
car was used in the Inglewood 
murders, but that “if anything de¬ 
veloped” they would send for it. 

But the work of the officers was 
not futile. Roll was given a 35 
day sentence. 


Ansel G. Woods of Los Angeles, 
on trial in superior court here for 
negligent homicide in the traffic 
death of James J. Johns, had a 
high hurdle to overcome today, 
following testimony by Dr. Elisa¬ 
beth Tock that he had drunk 
“probably two quarts of whisky” 
before the fatal accident. 

Woods is on trial before a jury 
in Superior Judge James L. Al¬ 
len’s court on charges of negligent 
homicide arirflng out of the death 
April 23 of Johns, a passenger in 
the Woods car, which crashed into 
an oil truck parked near Dana 
Point. 

Dr. Tock’s testimony as to re¬ 
sults of a sobriety teat followed 
by Dr. .John J. Montanus, county 
hospital surgeon, and Lloyd Groo¬ 
ver, highway patrolman who jailed 
Woods after the accident.

More than 200 planes were re¬ 
ported engaged in a score of en¬ 
counters that revolved about the 
Madrid forces’ attempt to wipe 
out in.surgent siege lines on the 
capital’s western front. 

Waves of government fighting 
planes bombed insurgent batteries 
and machine gunned troops near 
Villanueva del Pardillo, making it 
virtually impossible for them to 
send reinforcements to the front 
west of Maririfi. 

On the Ba.squo front in northern 
Spain, government airplanes flew 
low over the insurgents’ zig-zag 
line from .Somorrostro, on the. San¬ 
tander highway, to the Vamasda 
sector. 

OPEN COUNTEK-imiVE 

Basque and Austurian troops 
defending Santander against Gcn- 
eralis.simo Francisco Franco’s 
northwest drive launched a coun¬ 
ter-offensive under cover of the 
aerial protection. 

Government forces also pres.sed 
their attack on the Zaragoza- 
Teruel front, east of Madrid. They 
were reported to have penetrated 
Albarracin, 23 miles west of Te- 
ruel. and to have reached the out¬ 
skirts of Alfajarin, only 11 miles 
from Zaragoza. 

Three insurgent bombers raided 
the port of Valencia, seat of the 
Spanish central government, drop¬ 
ping .several big bombs along the 
waterfront. 

Three persons were killed, .sev¬ 
eral others injured and some 
buildings destroyed before govern¬ 
ment anti-aircraft batteries drove 
off the raiders. The squadron, ap¬ 
parently abandoning plans for a 
.second attack after flying down 
the roast, turned toward the sea 
and disappeared. 

In.surgent concentrations were 
held in their rearguard positions 
on the Madrid front. Fleets of 
government aircraft, cutting off 
the Insurgent defenses at Brunetc 
and Villanueva del Pardillo from 
reinforcements, strafed troops and 
trucks which sought .shelter in 
groves of olive trees. 

FRANCO’S LINE STIFFENS 

The display of air strength on 
the Basque front was reported to 
have stiffened resistance to Gen¬ 
eral Franco's almost undefendetl 
march toward .Santander, last im¬ 
portant government-held port on 
the Bay of Biscay. 

The planes roared low over in¬ 
.surgent positions for 16 hours, in¬ 
tensively machine gunning and 
bombing the lines. Insurgent en¬ 
trenchments on four peaks be¬ 
tween Carranza and Valmaseda 
were reported destroyed in two 
raids by government war planes. 

Hot sutnmer winds carried the 
stench of death and the cries of 
the dying over the shell-torn ter¬ 
rain. Whole villages hatl been 
blotted out in the week-old gov¬ 
ernment offensive and in.surgent 
counter-thrusts.

He heat fellows like Bushy Gra¬ 
ham, Tommy Ryan and Al Ridge¬ 
way. He lost only one American 
fight until Kid Berg, an English 
lightweight with a good left hand, 
beat him at the Polo Grounds in 
August, 1930. 

He won the slightly phoney jun¬ 
ior lightweight title from Benny 
Ba.ss in 1931. Then he fought 
Tony Ganzonerl, who was the 
lightweight champion, and Tony 
beat the Kid in 15 gruelling 
rounds and the Kid’s luck started 
to run out. 

A marriage by proxy to a Ha- 
vanna girl, 15 days in jail in the 
United States and the attentions 
of the "party" boys and girls of 
Harlem complicated his ring ca¬ 
reer. He was still Harlem’s idol 


but the first fine flu.sh of fame 
had started to fade. 

He finally won the feather¬ 
weight title from Lou Feldman 
and beat a lot of other fellows like 
1‘ete Nebo and Johnny Farr, The 
money his earnings were nearly 
$250,090 by 1931 - kept coming in 
and going out.

Boolen, a leader of the new cit¬ 
rus workers’ union here, was dele¬ 
gated by his group to attend the 
convention. At the meeting, under 
way now in Denver, the repre- 
,sentative3 are expected to vote 
strongly in favor of C.I.O. affili¬ 
ation. The local group, which is 
affiliated with the A.F.L. also has 
voted to affiliate with the C.I.O.

Laguna receipts for the first six 
months picked up too, as totals 
for 1937 .soared to $610,689. This 
is a jump of almost $300,000 over 
the 1936 aggregate of $445,180. 

Orange came in a poor fourth, 
permits totaling only $23,060. This 
was a large increase, however, 
over the 1936 total of $10,280, Re¬ 
ceipts for the first six months of 
this year dropped off $35,000 from 
the $126,388 total of 19.36. The 
aggregate for this year is $93,i80. 

In Fullerton receipts totaled 
$7925, This is against the 1936 
figure of $28,214. Receipts for the 
first half of the year dropped to 
half of w'hat they were in 1936. 
The total for 1937 was $284,909. 
as compared to $524,398 in 1936.

A column conductor must have , 
the ability, on a daily newspaper, j 
to hit a deadline.

caught without a thing to write 
about, the stuff must be ground 
out. Hence there is an average 
of a good column every now and 
then, and too many just ordinary 
run-of-the-mine fillers, going back 
over old material, dre.s.sed up with 
a new quirk here and there.

of iodine. There are many other 
antiseptic solutions on the market 
but none has such universal use 
as iodine. It stains the skin, but 
the stain can be wa.shed off with 
rubbing alcohol. 

A roll of sterile gauze and sev¬ 
eral roller bandages with cotton 
should be included. A pair of 
sharp scissors and a sharp knife 
are often u.seful. A little boracic 
acid power is goo'i for cleansing 
the eyes after a long drive 
It al.so acts well in a soiution of 
warm water for earache. 

Poisonous snakes are often a 
menace at camp and prompt ac¬ 
tion is nece.ssary in case of a bite. 
Don’t hesitate. With your sharp 
knife, make a number of cuts 
through the skin at site of bite, 
place the lips over the cuts and 
suck out the bloofi and poison.

Law-breaking commercial fishermen are getting it in 
the neck in the channel off Santa Barbara. 

Authorities are determined to stop fishing by illegal 
methods and skippers of nine fishing tugs are going to 
have to explain things to the judge. 

“Days of grace for law-breaking fishermen are over,” 
declares Deputy District Warden Bedwell of that area. 
“There are teeth in the laws we will enforce for the pro¬ 
tection of sport fishing against wholesale commercial 
seining.” 

That’s great. And without accusing commercial fish¬ 
ermen of violating the law in these waters, we can safely 
say that we wish the situation were tightened up down 
here. 

Orange county should have a sportsmen’s fishing pre¬ 
serve all along the coastline, like the one that the state 
supreme court kicked out because it wasn’t given an offi¬ 
cial state number or something. 

And the law should be enforced in that fishing pre¬ 
serve so that the private individual who wanted to fish 
for recreation could feel sure the sport was getting the 
most protection possible. 

Those careless drivers who habitually hit tele¬ 
phone poles ought at least to he sportsmen enough to 
insist on moving targets.
